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Huguenot Day 


Almost overlooked in some sections uf the country; Huguenot Day in America 
has long been observed by descendants of Frenchmen who fled to this country to 
escape persecution because of their religious belief. It’s observance falls on April 
13, anniversary of the Edict of Nantes, signed by the good King Henry IV, April 
13, 1598. 

In the first quarter of the 16th century, Lutheran Protestantism began to get 2 
foothold in France. Many upper class tamues, the educated and middle ciasses, 
accepted reform. Soon Catholics and sometimes state officials began per- 
secutions. Many Protestants were burned to death. For over fifty years a sort of 
civil war raged, with periods of tolerance and renewed persecutions. 

In 1598, Henry IV finally signed the Edict of Nantes which gave Frenchmen 
their first religious liberties--the liberty of conscience, the right to build 
Protestant churches (except in Paris and the surrounding districts), allowed the 
opening of Protestant seminaries and gave Protestants the right to hold civil 
office, though all Protestants were still required to pay tithes to Catholic priests. 

This period of tolerance in France lasted for 87 years, until shamefully revoked 
by Louis XIV in 1685. Prior to the Edict of Nantes, hundreds of thousands of 
church reformers had fled from France. Louis XIV’s revocation caused a new 
flood of immigration, to England, Holland, Germany, Switzerland, and to South 
Carolina, New York, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts. 

Perhaps the most infamous act of bigotry and murder in this tragic part of 
French history was the massacre of St. Bartholomew in 1572, when thousands of 
Protestants were slain, some in their churches, in 4 prearranged bloodbath. in 
all, it’s estimated that as many as 1,000,000 Frenchmen fied this horror. 

As late as the mid 1700’s another Dark Ages-type of vindictiveness occurred 
when Protestant rmarriages and baptisms were suddenly declared null. That 
caused an immediate surge of immigration, so great that the French Government 
quickly rescinded its action. 


For over 200 years, then, individual liberty and freedom in France were stified 
in the name of religious monopoly and thought control, backed by mass murcer.

Mrs. Mesick, I started out on my then unforscen immense labors, the 
results of which are shown in the following pages. 

At the inception of this work, I began with the idea of making it a 
complete history of the family, but it was not long before F saw the im- 
possibility of such a scheme, and was reluctantly compelled to abandon 
the idea and confine my efforts to making the work a simple genealogical 
record, but adding thereto such historical facts and other items relating 
to any particular person as | might be fortunate cnough to obtain and 
put on record a concisely arranged and reliable account of the descendants 
of Daniel Perrin and Maria Thorel. 

Realizing that this is a work for the future rather than for the present, 
and that hereafter it will be used as an authority for the facts hercin 
stated, great accuracy has been sought and care has been taken to obtain 
the same information from as many different sources as possible, in order 
to verify it. Nothing has been stated as a fact except upon the best un- 
deniable proof. Nevertheless errors will undoubtedly be found, due cither 
to wrong information furnished, or to the impossibility of deciphering the 
handwritings of some. 
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2 INTRODUCTION 


A» the orthography of proper names is somewhat arbitrary, the copy 
that has been furnished has heen followed generally, although that has led 
to different ways of spelling the same. 

Occasionally the record of some branch of an early or later generation 
is missing, or incomplete, owing largely to the indifference or carelessness 
of those who have been applied to for the necessary data, it, of course, 
being impossible to procure what the families did not sce fit to furnish. 

All missing data have reeeived special attention, and every possible 
effort made to procure them, until it was evident that the records are not 
now in exisicnee or were unobtainable. 

Reealling some of the many obstacles encountered, the indifference 
of living representatives of some of the branches, and who appeared to 
possess little or no pride in their ancestry, or family history, and the glit- 
tering promises of assistance so frequently made, and yet unfulfilled, I 
feel that there is no nced of apology on my part for any shortcomings in 
this work by reason thereof. 

In order to keep the work within reasonable limits, it has been neces- 
sary to exclude, with a very few exceptions, the records of more than one 
generation of descendants of other names, 


The simplest possible plan has been adopted in the arrangement of this - 


record, 

Additional information respecting a name numbered on the margin 
of the page, and prefixed thus, ++, will be found under a corresponding 
number, as it appears later in black type at the centre of the page. 

Also after each continued name is given, in parentheses, the father’s 
Christian name, and family number, under which number the records 
of the preceding generation wil' be found. 

Marginal numbers not having the + prefixed are not carried forward. 

T have received so much valuable information, aid and comfort from 
so many of the lineal and collateral members of the family that I know 
not where to begin to make proper acknowledgment thereof, and regret 
that I cannot here thank them by name.

Channel Islands are not very perfectly recorded. These Islands were not 
included in the Visitations, partly possibly, on account of the difficulty of 
access in those days, and also being of French origin, and to some extent 
self governing, they were more in the nature of Colonies than part of the 
Kingdom. Many of the families have since obtained authorized con- 
firmation of their Arms, but not all. In Burke's General Armory (1878 
Ed.) the Arms of Perrin of Jersey and Guernscy are given as ‘gules, 3 
greyhounds courant in pale argent,’ on what authority I know not. Ina 
book published in 1860, entitled ‘Armorial of Jersey,’ by I. Berivand 
Payne, no mention is made of Perrin. I am sorry that the result of my 
searches dues not provide the information you require, but T trust it may 
be of some assistance to you.” 

Tn a subsequent communication Mr. Wallaston says: 

“Comniencing in the 16th Century and continuously from then till the 
end of the 17th Century, Royal Commissions were issued to the Heralds 
to visit all the counties in england and obtain proof of and register all 
Arms to which right could then be shown. Such visitations were in the 
nature of Assize, and fines and penalties were enacted against those who 
failed to come in. Each county was visited several times and in consc- 
quence, a pretty complete list was obtained of all Arms then in use to 
which any right could be shown, and no Arms were to be admitted which 
were not allowed at such visitations. Arms had of course been granted 
in due form before this, but the registration of such being found to be in- 
complete, these visitations were enacted. From the date of these visila- 
tions all Arms duly granted have been registered.”

names of territorial possessions. Therefore, their place of origin, or 
habitat, becomes an essential kcy to their genealogies, 

After the Conquest, the Norman Lords holding Britsh fiefs very gen- 
erally added their fercign appellations to the names of their British 
manors. 

Thus we have “Hurst-Monceaux”; “Tarring-Neville” ; “Drayton-Bas- 
sett’: “Meltou-Mowbray” ; “Ashby-de la Zouch,” and many other similar 
imefances. 

From this we see, in the lapse of timc, how difficult it would be in the . 
ureat majority yf cases to learn now the origin, derivation or signification 
of many family names, and such I found to be the case with the surname 
of “Perrin.” 

Long and diligent research among old historical records, and the best 
authorities, failed to bring to light any information bearing m any way 
upon cither the origin, derivation or significaton of the uld name word,

or of any territory, castle, chateau, estate, fief, ete., etc., in either France 
or England, that would aid in throwing any light whatever on this point, 
except in one mistance, mentioned later. 

It were well, however, that we content ourselves with this old and 
honored surname, justas it is and has been handed down to us, irrespec- 
tive of its historical origin, derivation or signification, resting’ on the fact 
that it is one of the ancient surnames, a name to be proud of in the past, 
to be sustained now, and held to by the generations of the family to come. 

Family tradition is that our ancestors were of old Norman stock, the 
family coming originally from or about “Noyers” or “Nayers” in Nor-~ 
mandy. We have no documentary proofs that such is the fact, the state- 
ment being based entirely on tradition, and at this day it is very im- 
probable that such proofs could be found in France, in view of the many 
turbulent periods that that country has passed through during the past 
centuries, and for such reasons I have made no attempt to that end. 

Following up the tradition, a careful search has been made through a 
large number of the old maps of Normandy of the 16th and 17th Cen- 
turies, in order to locate “Noyers” or “Nayers,” 

In the library of the American Geographical Socicty, in New York 
City, an atlas (the first instance where the word “atlas” was used) by 
Gerardi Mercatoris (“‘Atlas,” by Gerardi Mercatoris, Amsterdam, Ludovic 
Hondius, 1619, 4th Md., Plate 46; 1st Ed. 1595.—American Geographical 
Soc. N. Y. Divn. 50, Shelf C.), was found showing the Duchy of Nor- 
many, as known and charted at that period (16th Century). 

On this map the name of “Noyers” or “Nayers” appears, as a place 
lying inland and easterly from the Noruian coast, on a line about parallel 
with the fsle of Jersey. 

In the 17th Century “Noyers” or “Nayers” was probably a small com- 
munity, and a place of but little importance. 

The gazettcers of the present day say that “Noyers” or “Nayers” is 
now known as “Noyers-Bacage.” The place is situated in the Depart- 
ment of Calvados, and lies about seventeen kilometers W. S. W. from 
Caen, and at an elevation of 150 incters above sea level. It is about 257 
kilometers from Paris. Its population is about 800 souls. 

Further than as above shown, we have no means of learning anything 
more respecting the earlier history of that place. 

This “Atlas” also shows the location of a place by the name of “Barne- 
ville,” on or near the site of the present town of Carteret, and it is un- 
doubtedly the same ‘“‘Barneville” mentioned by the Duchess of Cleveland 
in her work on the “Battle Abbey Roll,” mentioned hereafter. 

This Atlas also shows another interesting item. It is a town on the 
south coast of England, in the distrigt now known as Cornwall, and a 
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short distance from the old city of Falmouth, by the name of “Peryn,” but 
which is shown on maps of the present day by the name of “Penryn,” 

Later we shall see that the family name appears as early as 1440 in 
old pedigree charts of families long domiciled on the Islands of Jersey and 
Guermsey.. Both islands are part of the Channel Islands, and were to the 
westward, and a short distance off the coast of Normandy. These islands 
had at various periods been in the possession of both France and England, 
finally coming under English rule about 1500, where they have since re- 
mained. 

As the Island of Jersey was near the Norman coast, it would afford a 
haven of refuge to any Huguenot refugee secking the same, and hence it 
would seem almost reasonable that some one or mere of the carly family 
might have fied or removed to that island, and once there, to have been 
largely influenced in their subsequent migration to the New World. 

Long research has enabled me to apparently trace back ‘ie family to 


one Roger, Seigneur de Barnevale, through his son Hugh, Seigneur de 


Rozef, both of whom were among the band of Norman Knights who ac- 


companied William the Corqucrotse Engel ihe NO 

~ In the old records of that period these two names appear with fre- 
quency, but with different forms of spelling. Thus, in the Battle Abby 
Roll, the names are spelt “Barnevale™ and “Ruse.”

In the Brompton Chronteals, the same mane appears in two forms, viz: 
Barnevyle and Bonevyle, while in Leland they are piven as Rarnevale and 
Barnevile. This latter author also mentions Rosel. (“Norman Con- 
quest,” by Thierry, Book TV., p. 195.) 

In the History of the First Crusade (1096-1120, A. D.) by Albert 
WVAix (bern A. PD. 1059), mention is made of a Roger, and Tfugh, both 
Knights, as having taken a very prominent part in flat crusade. (Albert, 
Saint and Guardian of the Church at Aix, near Provence, his native land, 
was the author of a history of the First Crusade, which began about 1095, 
A. D., and terminated about 1120, A. D., in the second year of the reign 
of Baudonin Tl, King of Jerusalem. Rhener Reineck first published this 
history in 1584 at Ilelmstadt, in two quarto volumes, and was entitled 
“Chronicon Ifierosolinitamum.” This first edition was accompanied by 
the publisher’s commentarics, and a review by Matthew Dresser. Bougers 
reprinted this History in the first voluine of “Gesta Dei,” by Francos. 
Albert d’Aix died 1120, A. D., aetat 60 years.) 

Michaud, writing of that period (1096-1097, A. D.), says: 

“These four chicfs (naming Hugh de Vermandois, a brother of Philip 
I, of France; Robert, Duke of Normandy, a son of William the Con- 
queror; Robert, Count of Flanders, and Stephen, Count of Blois and 
Chartes) were accompanied by a crowd of Knights and nobles, among 
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whom listory names * * * Roger de Bameville.” (History of the 
Crusades. Joseph 1’. Michand, Vol. 1, Rook 11, p. 83.) 

Irom another historian we learn considerably more of the nanie of 
Barneville; 

“Parneville was a castle in the Arrondissement of Volognes, on the 
sca coast adjoining Carterct. No remains of it now exists, unless the 
mound near the chureh, on whieh it once stood, may be so called, said, 
from the nature of its situation, it could only have been a poor and inde- 
fensible place. Yet it gave birth to the renowned Crusader, Ruger di 
Balnavilla, fufragh cgrege, whose praises have been sung by Tasso. 
Roger followed Robert of Normandy to the Holy Land in 1096, and is 


himself the most formidable of their adversaries. He signalized Inmsclf 
by his feats of arms at the seige of Nicea, and he was one of that hervic 
band that scaled the walls of Antioch. 

Put when, shortly after, the Christian host was itself beleagured within 
those same walls by a vast body of Saracens, Roger de Barneville, leading 
a successful sally, and in his headlong courage, adventuring too far in 
the pursuit, fell into an ambuscade, and was slain. The funeral honors 
paid to him by his surviving comrades, and the mourning and lamenta- 
tions that filled the whole Christian camp, are fully detailed iu ‘Gesta 
Dei,’ by Frances.” (Battle Abbey Roll, by Duchess of Cleveland.) 

This same authority further says: 

“Vugh de Rosel, from the Lordship of Rosel. in the Cétentin, came to 
England with the Conqueror. 

In Domesday (1086) he appears as holding lands ‘incapita,’ in Dorset, 
by the serjeantry of being Marshall of the Buttery in England, a feudal 
dignity, which conferred rank, and was hereditary. He is mentioned im 
a Charter in the time of Stephen (1135-1154) as the father of Robert. 
His grandson, another Robert de Rosel. held a fief in Dorset, ‘in capita,’ 
and, in 1165, one fee in that county, from Alrured de Lincoln, and au- 
other from the Abbot of Cerne.” (Ibid) 

From the foregoing we thus obtain a little clue to the localities to 
which the titles of Barneville and Rosel were attached, and also learn of 
the great renown won by, and the honorable ending of, the life of this 
Roger de Parneville, but with his death all further mention of the tile of 
“de Barneville” appears to cease, all later records found speaking only 
of the title of “de Rosel.” 

From about the year 1165 until the reign of Edward IV (1461-1483), 
in none of the records found and cogsulted was any further mention 
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of the , found of the title of “de Rosel,” and at this point we have a break in our 
chronology, until we come to the following item, taken from a copy of -

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From these foregoing items it scems reasonable to suppose that the 
early family formerly had resided in Normandy, and at some later period, 
from some now unknown reason, had renioved or fled from the mainland 
to one of the adjacent coast islands, possibly Jersey, which, since about 
1500, A. D., has been an England possession. 

To the Romans the Isle of Jersey was known as “Ciesarea.” The 
group of islands known as the Channel Islands, of which Jersey wus one, 
were in the possession of France until after the Battle of Barnet (1471) 
had placed Edward 1V firmly on the throne of England, after which and 
after repeated invasions of these islands by the English, France finally 
recognized England’s sovereignty over the entire group. Queen Eliza- 
beth granted in fee simple the contiguous tsle of Sark to Helier de Car- 
teret, Lord of St. Ouen. 

Maps of the Isle of Jersey show the following interesting facts: 

On the northeast coast we find a *Rosel arbour” and “Rosel Manor 
House.” To the North of the Hlarbour, and a short distance from the 
Manor House, a group of rucky islands jut out into the sea, on which we 
find one of the towers which had imany centuries azo beau erected around 
the entire coast of the island as watch towers, or as towers for defense. 
This tower is marked “Tour Perin or Rosel.” 

Tere we have the name “Pern” associated with the island as a land- 
inark, and dating back to very carly times. 

On the west coast we find “St. Onen’s Bay,” “St. Ouen’s Marist,” 
and “St. Quen’s Manor House.” The lordships held by the Dumaresg 
family we find located here, “Vinchcelles des Bas” being in the north- 
western portion, and “des Angres” in the north central part. 

As shown, “Carteret” was on the west coast of Normandy, opposite 
the Isle of Jersey, and was in carlier times known as “Barneville.” 

The Lords of Carterct and St. Quen were ancestors of Sir George de 
Carteret of Oaltrum, in Devonshire, one of the favorites of the Duke of 
York, afterwards James II of England, and to whom, with others, the 
Duke of York granted in 1664 that immense tract of land in America, 
subsequently known as “New Cxsarea.” (Sir George Carterct was the 
eldest son of Helier Carteret, Deputy Governor of the Isle of Jersey, a 
descendant of the Lords of Carterct in the Duchy of Normandy, a family 
of great respectability dating back to the time of Wilham the Conqueror. 
Philip, eldest son of Ielicr Carteret, marricd Rachel Paulet, and had 6 
children: Philip, Helier, Amice, Gideon, Rachel and Judith. He was 
knighted by Queen Elizabeth and lived to a great age. Sir Philip, the 
eldest son of Sir Philip, married Anne Dowse and had 11 children: Philip, 
Peyton, Zouch, Gideon, Francis, Thomas, Edward, Margaret, Anne, Eli- 
zabeth and Dowse. Philip, the first bom, diced in 1662. Elizabeth (for 
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whom this town was named) married her cousin, George Carteret. Her 
father, Philip, had (as above) 3 brothers. Helier, the second son of the 
first Sir Philip, married Elizabeth Dumaresque, and had 2 children: 
George and Vhilip, The latter was born in 1670 and died in 1665. 
George Cartcret was born in 1599, married (as above) his cousin Eliza- 
beth, and had 3 sons and 5 daughters. His sons were Philip, James and 
George. The latter died unmarricd in 1656. Philip, his eldest son, was 
knighted June 4, 1670, and killed in a naval battle May 28, 1672. Gcorge, 
the father, entered the navy at an early age. In 1626 he was appointed 
joint Governor of Jerscy, and in 1640 Comptroller of the Royal Navy. 
In 1642, the post of Vice Admiral was offercd him by Parliament, but de- 
clined in obedience to his Royal master. He was knighted May 9, 1646, 
having rendered the King great service in the supply of ammunition. 
Withdrawing to his home in Jersey, his house which he bravely defended 
as the last stronghold of the monarchy, became an asylum to the Prince 
of Wales and others of the partv. He followed his Sovereign to France 
in 1652, was imprisoned in the Bastile at the instance of Cromwell in 1657, 
and subsequently banished the Kingdom. He repaired to Charles, at 
irussels in 1059, and was one of his escort when reccived by the city of 
Londen in 1660, Tle was appointed Vice Chamberlain and Treasurer of 
the Navy, was sworn of the Privy Council, and in 1661, elected to Par- 
liament for Portsmouth. (Collins’ Peerage (Ed. 1785) IV. 321-28; 
N. Y. Colonial Documents II, 410; Ilistory of Elizabeth, N. J. Hat- 
field. 45; ]fistery of Union and Middlesex Counties, N. J. Clayton, §1.} 

The family name of Perrin, while qoite common in France, is fre-

Ii the course of a general research the following: interesting items 
were found touching on the old name: 

In the Parish Register of the old church of St. Mary le Strand, at 
Whitechapel, London, is found an entry of the marriage of “Alexander 
Perrine et Ann Boell, Jany. 9, 1605.” (N. Y. Gen. and Biog. Record. 
Vol. 19, p. 104.) 

John Peryn was an Alderman of the City of London, he dying Feby. 
26, 1626. In Acton Church in Middlesex, there will be found a monu- 
ment erected to him and his wife Alice. 

In a parish register at Montreal, Canada, the following entries ap-

In 1680, there died at Paris, France, one Abbé Picrze Perrin, who 
was reputed to have been the first writer of French opera, (Histoiré 
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de 1a Litterature Francaise, par Louis Grangier; Webster's Unabridged 
Dictionary—-Appendix.) 

In 1748, there died in London one David Perrin, who, by his will, 
left half his estate to the French churches in London, and the remainder 
to the French refugees at Berne, Coire and Zurich. (History of the 
French Protestant Refugees. Weiss (1854) p. 237.) 

A salon in the Vatican at Rome, known as the “Salon of the Popes,” 
was, during the pontificate of Alexander VI (1492-1503), decorated by 
an artist, named “Perin del Vaga.” 

Claude Victor Perrin, born at Marche, in the Department of Vorees 
in 1766, died in 1841, was one of the Marshals of the Great Napoleon, 
and usually spoken of as “Marshal Victor.” 

Claude Victor Perrin was a very successful general, and took a very 
prominent part on the Napoleonic wars, and was a favoriie of Napoleon. 

Honors were heaped upon him by his Emperor, and besides being 
appointed a Marshal of France, he was created Duc de Belluno and a 
Peer of France. 

After the downfall of Napoleon, the Duc continued in the service of 
the State, being subsequently appointed a Major General of the Royal 
Household, and served in 1821 as Minister of War for France. In 1823 
he was appointed French Ambassador to the Court of Vienna. 

In more recent times we again find the name of Perrin, in connection 
with the arts, in the person of Emile Perrin, for many years the manager 
of Theatre Francais at Paris. 

All through the various French works I have consulted, historical, 
genealogical or otherwise, I found our family name spelt in a variety 
of ways, such as Perrin, Perrine, Perine, and Perin, and, at this day, these 
same forms of spelling are in use among the various branches of our 
family in America. 

At the city of Dublin, Ireland, is a family of Huguenot descent named 
Perrin, who have been domiciled in that locality for over two centuries, 
and who have been very prominent in its affairs. 

One of that family was the compiler of a then celebrated dictionary 
entitled, “Elements of English Conversation in Frenel, Malian and Eng- 
lish,” and published before 1818. This John Verrin was the father of 
Rt. Hon, Louis Perrin (b. 1780, d. 1864). Louis Perrin was called to 
the Irish Bar in 1806, appointed Attorney-General for Ireland in 1835, 
and in the same year appointed a Justice of the Court of the Queen's 
Bench for Ireland, and was one of the Bench of Judges before whom, in 
1843, the celebrated Irish State trials were held. His son, also John 
Perrin, (b. 1817, d. 1860), was a noted Irish Barrister. (Trench Protes-

Peter, Jersey. He was the grandson of Peter de Carteret, Jurat of the 
Royal Court of Jersey, whose father, Vrancis, was the second son of 
Richard, Seigneur of the Manor of Vinchelles, and brother of Edward, 
the ancestor of Sir George. Philip was forty years the jiumor of Sir 
George, being only in lis twenty-sixth year when he embarked to seck 
his fortune in the New World. The family in Jersey were originally 
French, the language, manners and customs of France prevailed on the 
Island.

In the list of names of these 55 original proprietors, etc., as given, we 

find the name of “ETenry Perring.” 

The Indian deed to these 55 proprietors was dated June 10, 1664, and 
subsequently a Patent for said lands was issued to the inhabitants of the 
Town of Brookhaven by Governor Nicolls, bearing date Mareh 7, 1666. 

(Patents Liber 1, p. 82, Sec’y. of State’s Office, Albany, N.Y.) 
There are five patentecs named in the Patent, among whom is the 
| same Henry Perring. From that fact it would seem that he must have 
i been a man of some prominence in the new community. There being no 
| historics of Brookhaven, or records of the town extant, it was impossible 
to trace this rnan further in that locality. 
We do, however, find further trace of this same Henry Perring in the 
i Surrogate’s Office, in the County of New York, where his will is found 
i recorded.

It was surmised at first that this Ifenry Perring might have been a 
descendant of John Perrin, of Braintree, but a careful inspection of the 
records contained in Col. Perin’s book, fail to disclose any such connec- 
tion. 

We are thus compelled to drop this Ifenry Perring, since, by the ap- 
parent failure of heirs male, no one was left to perpetuate his family 
name, and his branch: disappears. 

The following catract from the minutes of the Cont of Sessions of 
the West Riding of Yorkshire, under date of December 21, 1676, shows 
that the widow of Henry Perring was still Hving on Long Island:

At this same period we have one more Perri to consider, but whorn 
it is now impossible to connect in any way with Daniel Perrin’s family, 
but feel quite sure he was not one of us dircetly, but perhaps connected 
in some distant degree, possibly through the branch of the Jolin lerrin 
of Braintree, of whom T have just spoken, but T have not even been able to 
conicet him with that branch by means of the materia! respecting: that 
family to which T had access. 

Whitehead, in his “Contributions to Kast Jersey History,” at pages 
4OT-402, Says: 

“Piscataway (Middlesex Co.), New Jersey, was scttled under a grant 
(from Gov. Cartaret) dated Dec. 18, 1666. The majority of the settlers 
came principally from Piscataway, ii New England.” Among the names 
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of those at that place, for whom land was surveyed up to 1690, he gives 
the name of “Joshua Perrin,” who had 30 acres of land allotted to him. 
(Proceedings N. J. Hist. Soc. (1850) Vol. V, Part 1.) 

1 find no further mention in any of the records of that time, or sub- 
sequently, of this Joshua Perrin, and no further trace was ever found re- 
specting him or any possible descendants. 

Having accounted now, as far as possible, for two of the three tra- 
ditional brothers, John and Ueury, we will later consider the “third 
brother” whom it is to be supposed was our Daniel Perrine, whose record 
has fortunately been partially preserved, 

But before proceeding, I desire to call the attention to the several 
variations of the spelling of the family surname in America, since 1665. 

In the earlier records we find the following forms in use: Parain, 
Parayn, Pareyn, Parine, Parrin, Vering, Peroyne, and, of course, Perrin. 
These several forms were used by the children and grandchildren of 
Daniel Perrin, as is evidenced by old documents containing their nates, 
or bearing: their signatures. 

Later on the use of the mame “Perrin” bepan to disappear, and in its 
place we fiud the forms of Perrine and Perine, almost universally (aking 
the place of the original form, and in a few branches the abbreviated 
form of “Prine” was used. 

The form of “Perrine” appears to have been generally uscd by those 
of the family who, about the year 1700, removed from Staten Island to 
New Jerscy where new homes were established in the old counties of 
Middlesex and Monmouth.

The reasons for these several forms of spelling is not now known, nor 
is it of importance. The several branches are all too closely connected to 
admit now of any question of differences. Such variations are quite the 
rule in every family, such changes of form generally arise throngh care- 
lessness, or influence of locality, or even for purposes of individual iden- 
tification.

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DANIEL PERRIN, “THE HUGUENOT”

Of the carly history of Daniel Perrin, before his coming to Amcrica, 
we now know nothing positive, further than that he was a son of Pierre 
Perrin, was of Norman French ‘descent, a Protestant, and a Tlagucnot. 

He was a young man when he set forth to establish a home in the 
New World, and unmarried, and it was in this promised land that the 
found not only a home, but his hfe's helpmate. 

We first see him as one of the newcomers on board the ship “Philip,” 
in the year 1665. Historical accounts say that this ship sct sail in April, 
1665, from a port of the Isle of Jersey, under the command of Governor 
Philip Carteret, and arrived at New York Harbor on July 29, 1665. 

“Governor Carteret brought over with him in the ship ‘Philip’ eigh- 
teen male servants, belonging to Sir George and himself, a portion of 
whom were Frenchmen,—probably, from the Isle of Jersey,—John de 
Jardin, Doctr Rowland, Claade Vallotte, Richd TPewtinger, Richard 
Mitchell, Richard Skinner, Win, Hill, Plenry Hill, Erasmus House, John 
Taylor, John Clarck, Wm. , Claude Barbour, Charles Seggin, Dau. 
Perrin, John Mittius, Robert Wallis, John, alias Peter, besides several 
others, the same time imported, aud many others since.” (East Jersey 
Records. Whitehead. iii ¢. o go; N. J. Archives, ist Series, Vol. 24, 
p. 47.) 

“In the first importation were included some female servants, Maria 
Thorcll, Susannah Pourlain, and Ellen Prou (all J*rench), being of the 
number.” (History of Union and Middlesex Counties, N. J. Clayton, 
p. 2.) 

“Daniel Perrin, one of the cightcen male servants, a portion of whom 
were French from the Isle of Jersey, and brought over in the ship 
‘Philip’ by Governor Philip Carteret, landed in New York, July 29, 
1665," (listory of Union and Middlesex Counties, N. J. Clayton, 
p. 21.) 

“In the same ship came Mariah Thorell. 

They came under the guise of servants as a matter of safety, and 
were a distinct class in a very inferior station. 

They had monies and became proprictors of jand.” 


Hatfield also gives the list of the “eighteen male servanis,” among 
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whom he names “Dan Perrin.” (Llistory of Elizabeth, N. J. atfield, 
p. 58.) 

In reference to word “servant,” the following best explains its then 
significance and use at this period: 

“Mistress Lucy Washington was in Lord Spencer’s houschold at 
Althorp. She headed the list of female servants, as the clergyman did 
that of the male servants. It scents necessary to explain constantly that 
the word servant two and three centuries azo had not the same. sienifi- 
cance as to-day. It implied a relation of protection, a sort of clientage 
and did hot indicate menial help. All secretaries, superintendents and 
agents were servants.” co 
—Kiter reaching New York Bay, Daniel Perrin, with his other fellow 
voyagers, took up his ahode in the Capitol of the new possessions, which 
Governor Carteret called the Elizabethtowne Plantations (after the wife 
of Sir George Carteret, one of the proprictors). Lands therein were 
probably allotted to all, and the new settlement begun. (History of 
Staten Islind, N.Y. Clute, pp. 45-46.) The sites of the present Lliza- 
beth, and Elizabethport, N. J., adjoining, are now located on the site of 
part of the old Plantations. 

How long Daniel Perrin remained on the Plantations the records are 
silent, but probably but for a few months. 

In February, 1666, we find Daniel Perrin uniting in marriage with 
Maria Thorel, one of his fellow voyagers. This marriage is ssid to have 
been the first solcmmized in this new government. 

The original marriage license issued by Governor Covianes to this 
couple is still in existence, and a photograph thereof is here given, and 
is the beginning of the official records of the family im America. 


The following is this marriage license:

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N. Y., we see that on March tst, 1687-8, Daniel Perrin made a mortgage 
on Uns tract of So acres of land for the sum of £50. 

On May 16, 1695, we find a Grant from the Crown to Daniel Perrin, 
of this same 8o acres, confirming him in the full possession thereof. 

On March 19, 1696, we find the record of a conveyance of this same 
tract of 80 acres by Daniel Perrin and Elizabeth, his wife, to one Rquea 
Pepane Le flore. 

After this last record Daniel Perrin does not again’ appear as a land 
owner in the records of Richmond County, or in the Secretary of State’s 
office at Albany, N.Y. 

It is quite probable that after selling his farm of 80 acres, Daniel 
Perrin, then being probably about 56 years of age, took up lis abode with 
some of his sons or daughters, and continued so to do until his death, 
about 1719, but as to the location of this home we now have no clue, other 
than it was still on Staten Island, and possibly where the then few in- 
habitants were more thickly congregated. About this time there was a 
Waldensian churcl: located at Stony Brook, and a French cliurel at 
Marshald (Marshland), which can be best described by the following 
nute taken from an old pamphlet dealing with part of the old history 
of Staten Island: 

“Fresh Kill (afterwards called Marshland, but now kuown as Green 
Ridge) is a very old settlement. It was originally a French haralet and 
contained 40 or 50 houses very early in the history of Richiwond Co, 

Many of the Ifuguenots worshiped in the Waldensian chiureii at Stony 
Brook, which was the Countyseat up to 1729. Between 1689 and 1695, a 
French church, in size 32 fect by 45 feet, was built at Marsiald (Marsh- 
land), on land that was subsequently known as part of the Seaman Estate. 
To the south of this churcl was the graveyard. Many of the gravestones 
thercin were without inscription, and early accounts say that 200 could 
be counted. 

Burials were first made in this graveyard between 1695 and 1700. 
Marshald lies northeast from Smoking Point, and about 3 miles there- 
from.” 

Cis possible that Daniel Perrin may have been an attendant at this old 
French church, or perhaps a member thereof, and may have been buried, 
with both his wives, in this same graveyard, but which facts cannot now 
be verified, as the records of this old church disappeared tong ago. 

Remains of this old graveyard were in evidence up to 181, when, the 
land having been sold, the ground was levelled off, and these remaining 
old brownstone headstones removed or destroyed. 

The last record we find wherein the name of Daniel Perrin appears is 
in the baptismal records of the Reformed Dutch Church at Port Rich-

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mond, Staten Island, which show that on September 6, 1719, Daniel 
Perrin and Elizabeth Perrin were witnesses or sponsors at the baptism 
of their grandchildren Willem and Daniel Stilwell, and children of their 
daughter, Sarah Stilwell (7). widow of Willem Stilwell, who had pre- 
deceased the birth of these twin grandchildren. (Records Reformed ‘ 
Dutch Church, Port Richmond, S. I.) 

The earliest document found on the records relating to the lands of 
Danicl Perrin on Staten Island is the folowing mortgage in the records 
of deeds in the County Clerk’s office of Richmond County (Liber B of 
Conveyances, p. 92, Richmond Co., N. ¥. Clerk’s office) :

A careful search was made in Albany for the original ““Peticon” men- 
tioned in the above Patent, but same was not found in the files of the 
Secretary of State’s office.

From this last instrument we also learn for the first time of the second 
wife of Daniel Perrin, whom he married probably subsequent to 1688, 
but unfortunately we are not able to learn her surname therefrom, or 
from any other now known source. 

These four documents are all that were found among the old records 
of the Colony, but they are sufficient now, and quite important to us in 
establishing the family in America, and so afford much valuable infor- 
mation. 

It is, however, deeply to be regretted that a number of the old family 
records I have heard a number of persons speak of as having seen or 
heard of, had not been preserved, but the greatest enemies to all such, fire, 
migrations, and lack of forethought, are alone responsible now for their 
irreparable loss to us. 

Amoug these lost records, but records which have beeu seen by many 
in the long past, was the Family Bible of Daniel Perrin. This ancient 
Book was in existence, I have been told, up to about 80 ycars ago, but 
about which time it was most unfortunately destroyed by fire. It con- 
tained the names of the children of Daniel Perrin, and dates of their 
births, etc., but, again most unfortunately, of these records nothing but 
the names were preserved, and have becn so used in this Record. 

Here now has been given all that could be found or learned of Daniel 
Perrin from every conceivable source, and we shall now pass on to his 
children and their descendants.
